WASHINGTON, April 4.—The plan of 
selective conscription, under which the 
first increment of 500,000 men is to be 
obtained under the untversal military 
service plan of raising an army for the

We Alene Ask No Material Gain. 


“Our country has nothing material 
to gain by victory. We want no more 
territory; we demand no indemnity. We 
have no historic grudges to. settle and 
no -racial antipathies to gratify. In 
these respects, Mr. President, we differ 
from. other countries, already involved 
in this awful struggle. Pan-Slavism 
struggles with pan-Germanism. _ Italy 
fights to rr back the Trentino. F’rance 
is resolved to recover her lost provinces. 
Great Britain has almost within her 
grasp German commerce and Germa 
colonies. Russia fights to win Cor- 
stantinople. Germany not only wants 
her place in ‘the sun, but, she wants to 
dominate Gentral Europe, ‘while Aystria, 
Bulgaria, and Rumania all seek to ex- 
tend their borders. 

‘We alone of all the nations will 
spend .our treasures and sacrifice our 
lives without possibility of material 
gain. We are going to war to vindl- 
cate our honor: and our. independence 
as a great nation. We are going to 
war, as the President. has stated, in 
defense of humanity. Such quarrel as 
we have with Germany was not of our 
seeking. It was forced upon us. We 
did much to avoid it. 

‘“‘For nearly three yeafs our coun- 

dily held to its purpose to 
avoid war if possible. This has been 
true not only of the President but of 

It has been true of the 
American people. One desperate act of 
the Imperial German Government after 
another has added to the provocation. 
I do not mean to my. Mr. President, 
that Germany has desired war with us, 
I do not believe it; but the rman 
Goveraaseet has —_ desperate and has 
takén desperate chances. 6 

“ The wrrahlod of Belgium shocked the 
sense of pa SF the whole civilized 
world and subjected American _neutral- 
ity to its first ‘great strain. The sink- 
ing of the ‘Lusitania, with hundreds of 
innocent passengers, men, women and 
children, many of them Americans, 
sent a thrill of horror: through Amer- 
ica and would have -produc.d ‘war, had 
it not been for the moderation of Presi- 
dent Wilson and his success finally in 
securing from the German Government 
an’ agreement to modify its’ methods 
and conform them to the rules in- 
ternational law and of the dictates of 
humanity. 

“It is. customary, Mr. President, to 
say that this 88 was violated 
by Germany, but it is more just and 
more correct to say that Germany has 
reserved the right to revoke it under 
certain conditions and -exercised. that 
right by revoking it on February 1. 
This also waS an act o. desperation. 
It was not intended to provoke war 
with us, but it was followed by acts 
of war upon us. They were not made 
for the deliberate purpose of imariag 
us but rather to starve the Englis 
people. he effect, however, was the 
game. We were ordered off the high 
seas. We could not submit; no great 
nation could remain great and inde- 
pendent, if it did so. No great nation 
could maintain its place ih history if 
it permitted another to order it off the 
sea, if it permitted another to bottle 
up its commerce, if it permitted an- 
other to dictate to it in the exercise of 
its unquestioned right and to impose the 
penalty of murder of its citizens in case 
of refusal. 

‘War Now the Only Alternative. 

, “ The President stated in his address 
that we were confronted with the ‘al- 
ternative ‘of resistance *or submission; 
and, Mr. President, we should remember 
that even then ‘this people did not de- 
clare forwar and ‘our great President 
did not recommend.war.. He asked. the 
only other alternative there was and 
recommended to Congress that this 
country assume a position of armed 
neutrality so that it might assert and 


defend upon the high seas its rights and 
the privileges of its people without ac- 
tually going to war. 4 

‘* When the President made that rec- 
ommendation a little more than a month 
ago, the country received it practically 

th unanimity; the Congress received 
it practically with unanimity. The reso- 
lution, authorizing it, passed the House 
of Representatives almost unanimously. 
That resolution would have passed the 
Senate by an overwhelming vote if it 
had not been for a filibuster in the clos- 
ing days of the session, which made it 
impossible for nine-tenths of the Senate 
to cast the vote that it’ was ready to 
cast-in support of. thé President's posi- 
tion. So the oy ote the country, the 
Congress of the country, and the Presi- 
dent ofthe courttry have taken one step 
after another; have adopted one policy 
after another in the. hope of avoiding

Five or six, possibly seven, erican 
vessels, upon innocent errands of com- 
merce upon the high seas, have been 
sunk, ome of them were not even 
upon the way to.a neutral port but 
were returning to the United States in 
ballast, and in three of the cases, at 
least, the lives of American citizens 
have been lost. Nearly a hundred lives 
have been lost since we stood here, dis- 
cussing armed neutrality, and the time 
has passed, unfortunately, when we can 
longer consider armed neutrality as an 
expedient short of war. 


Ready New for the Sacrifice. 
“The American people, Mr. Presi- 
dent, have clung to the hope through 
all these months that the dread alter-~ 
native might be avoided. Like the 
Saviour of Man in the Garden of Geth- 
semane they have: prayed that the bit.

“Cleck of Patriotism Strikes.” 


Senator Swanson of Virginia said the 
German. Government had “ repeatedly 
and grossly violated its treaty obliga- 
tions to us and wantonly broken solemn 
assurances.”’ 

“The issue is not peace or war,’’ Sen- 
ator Swanson continued. ‘‘ War has al- 
reeny been declared upon us. The issue 
is ‘whether we shall accept war or abject 
and — submission.’ 

Reciting e sinkin of , American 
ships, German plots and outrages in this 
country, Senator Swanson said the Zim- 
mermann plot to incite Mexico ainst 
this country ‘‘ reaches the lowest depths 
of national turpitude.’’ 

“We have long suspected a disposi- 
tion by Germany to dispute the Monroe 
Doctrine. Now is the time to teach this 
mischief-making German Government 
that our territorial sovereignty cannot 
be made a subject of war bargaining. 

‘“‘The advocates of peace now would 
place upon this nation the shame of a 
still greater submission. They would 
endure still greater affrents and suffer 
still greater submission.” 

Reciting the warnings given to Ger- 
many against ruthless submarine war- 
fare, Senator Swanson asked if they 
were ‘“‘ mere empty boasts and bluff, or 
the solemin voice of a resolute people.’ 

‘*No,” he answered. ‘‘ Congréss will 
not.“by cowardly action declare tnat 
Crphoseetineliy we roar and then when 
rebuffed strike’ with the gentle hand of 
a woman.” 

He styled Germany's barred zone de- 
crees as ‘‘ tyranny and arrogance.” 

‘““We- have almost forgotten the 
wrongs of the past in the outrages of 
the present,’’ he continued, asserting 
that unless American rights were up- 
held ‘Old Glory will be sunk to low 
depths of shame and humiliation.’’ 

*“ What else can Germany do to 
wage war-against us?’’ he demanded. 
‘“‘ Armed neutrality would now be a 
cowardly makeshift. We cannot avoid 
war hen the war-mkde autocracy 
that now rules Germany has been chas- 

ned, or overthrown, ties of friendship

Party Lines Gone, Says Lodge. , ' 


Senator. Lodge, ranking Republican 
member of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, said: 

No one is more conscious than I 
that this is a moment for action and 
not for debate, but I wish briefly to 
state why I support it with the greatest 
earnestness of which I am capable. 

‘‘The most momentous power, in- 
trusted to Congress by the Constitution, 
is the authority to declare war, and 
never has Congress been called to a 
more solemn exercise of this reat 
function than at this moment. We have 
submitted to wrongs and outrages from 
the Central Powers of Europe with a 
long patience. We have borne and for- 
borne to the very limit of endurance. 
Now the inevitable end is here and_we 
are about to declare. war against Ger- 


ico A 
‘Speaking for myself and, I hope, for 
my associates werd on this side of 
the chamber, desire to say that in 
this crisis and when the country is 
at wer party lines will disappear, and 
this disappearance of the party line will, 
I am confident, not be confined to the 
minority. Both Democrats and Repub- 
licans must forget party in the presence 
of the common danger. This is not and 
cannot be a party war. It is a war in 
which all Americans must be. united, 
and no one must ask a loyal citizen, 
high or low, who seeks to serve his 
country in the field or in civil life, to 
what party he belongs, any more than 
it would be possible to ask his religion 
or his race.

‘(The provocation is great,’’ he said, 
referring to German acts against this 
country. ‘‘ The ttde of — runs 
high. Each senator should remember 
that he may, by his vote, be signin 
the death warrant of hundreds o 
thousands and burdening generations 
with —— burdens endangering their 
very existence.”’ 

Senator . Vardaman, said that he did

Stone, Against War, Will Accept

Senator Stone, in opposing the resolu-

A-vigorous speech in opposition to the 
resolution was made by Senator Norris 
of Nebraska, who charged that ‘‘ Wall 
Street’’ and other centres of wealth 
were interested in profits, and also that 
newspapers and news agencies had been 
in a propaganda to foster war senti- 
ment. -

ly opposed to nr any step that will 
force this country into the useless and 
senseless war,’’ said he. ‘ But I shall 
not permit my feelings to interfere with 
bringing success aad victory to Ameri- 
can arms.’’ 

Senator Norris cited loans. to th 
Allies as a huge American interest i 
the war’s outcome. ‘ 

‘* Through these instrumentalities and 
others of those who- expect to make 
millions more, if our country can b 
drawn in, a large number of the great 
newspapers and news agencies of the 
country have been controlled and en- 
listed in the greatest propaganda that 
the world has ever known to manufac- 
ture sentiment in favor of war. 

“The enormous profits of munition 
manufacturers, si. brokers, and bond 
dealers must be still further incr 
Congress, urged by the President and 
backed by artificial sentiment, is about 
to engulf our country in the greatest 
holocaust the world has. ever known.”’ 

Citing a stock broker’s letter, pre- 
— — increased financial benefits from

“an indictment of the President of -the 
United States, an indictment of Con- 
gress, of the American people, and of 
the truth.” 


“It is not the truth!’’ shouted the 


Senator Norris, Senator Reed asserted, 
Was a man: blinded by his obsessions 
and obsessed with the “ fear. of money 
or #04 fortune.” _. 

“He is so obsessed with this fear,” 
said Senator Reed, ‘“‘that all that: is 
necessary to get him to take a false 
vision is to suggest that some wealthy 
man or interest, however remote or 
contingent, is concerned something 
or will make profits from something.” 

Concerning enator Norris's state- 
ment that a war declaration would 
put the dollar si on the American 
flag,’’ Senator R said: 

J am sore at heart that such a 
statement should be made at this time, 
in this place. If that is not ‘giving 
aid and comfort to the.enemy on the 
eve of hostilities then I fail to see what 
could be. If that be not almost treason, 
it takes on the character and guise that 
is so near treason that the enemies of 
Americ. will gain as much consolation 
as if 10,000 citizens had denounced the 
Government after a war declaration.” 

‘“‘It grazes the edge of treason;”’ Sen- 
ator Williams of Mississippi interjected,

“The President is not calling Amer- 
ica to arms for the sake of a few paltry 
dollars,” Senator Reed continued, “ but 
for the life, honor, and integrity of this

It was announced at the War Depart- 
ment today ‘that 20,000 mechanics and 
artisans were wanted, at once to join 
the . Quartermaster Enlisted Reserve 
Corps. Men of many. trades, from 
blacksmiths and butchers to  motor- 
cyclists and tentmakers are: wanted, 
and rapid promotion is promised to 
those who prove themselves fit.

LONDON, April 4.—Ambassador Page 
was approached today by several Ameri- 
cans serving as officers in the British 
Army, who asked if it would be possiblé 
for them to be shifted to the American 
unit which it is proposed to organize in 
London when America comes into the 
war.

declared themselves. Nearly all are 
‘serving in the. Canadian forces, and, 
except for the 7,500 who have announced 
their American citizenship, all are down

“MUST AID THE ARMY. 


War Department Counting on 
20,000 to 30,000 of Their 
Graduates to Drill Recruits. 


IN GREAT NEED OF OFFICERS 


House Debate Reveals Serious Short- 
age of Trained Men — Baker 
to Disclose Plans Today. 


—— to fhe New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—A serious 
shortage in officers to train the army 
of 500,000 meh asked for by the Presi- 
dent in his war message was discloged 
during a débate in the House today on 
the Military Academy Appropriation bill. 

That the War Department is depend- 
ing to a large extent ‘upon the grad- 
uates of military schools to act as train- 
ing officers was asserted by Represen- 
tative Julius Kahn, ranking Republican 
of the Military Affairs Committee. Mr. 
Mann, the minority leader, said it ap- 
peared ‘‘the graduates of fresh-water 
military schools ’’ must be utilized to 
train the emergency army. 

Chairman Dent of the Military Affairs 
Committee admitted that he did not 
know where a sufficient number of of- 
ficers would be obtained, but thought 
they would be found by the War De- 
partment. Secretary Baker, he said, 
would come before the committee to- 
morrow to reveal the plans of the de- 
partment. : : 

Mr. Kahn spoke after communicating, 
through Représentattve McKenzie of Il- 
linois, with the the War Department. 
The War Department, he said. estimat- 
ed that 2,000 officers:on the detached 
list, from 1,000 to 2,000 from the various 
branches of the army, and 20,000 to 
30,000 graduates of military schools 
would be available for training duties. 

Mr. Kahn asserted, amid applause 

from the floor und the galleries, that no 
American soldier should be sent to the 
European trenches prior 
ert in this country.

Chairman Dent, ‘‘ that I do not know at 
the present time where we: could get a 
sufficient number of officers to train a 
half million men, but after the national 
defense law of last year -has had ‘the

I think the time will come when we 
can get them.” 

Mr. Greene of Vermont, Republican

It is idle 
talk to say that you can gather that 
number ef men together now to train 
recruits, and it is equally idle to say 
they are competent to give good training. 
And that is only in the war. There is 
probably no list of them. Here we are 
apparently on the verge of raising an 
army a nobody knows how it is. to 
be done. Nobody has proposed a method 
by which it can be done so that men are 
trained to take care of themselves if 
they go into an army, much less if they 
go into War.

ORGANIZING FOOD ABUNDANCE. 

Every encouragement should be giv- 
en to the cultivation of abandoned 
farms, vacant lots, ‘and even back 
yards... Individually the produce will 
not amount to much, and collectively 
the total may never be known with 
precision. But-all that is produced jn 
that manner. will be; clear gain, both 
as respects the’ land utilized and the 
Ipbor which makes it productive. 
Even women and children can thus 
produce what they eat, and reduce the 
demand upon those who produce a sur- 
plus for sale. The large producer must 
remain the chief reliance for export 
and.for the domestic market alike, and 
respecting. that, chief reliance ‘there is 
need of different methods from those 
ourrently. suggested. ‘The urgency: of 
io rises ‘ffom "the Hack. that 
aériculturiats are a lafge proportion 
of the 40;000,000 men in Europe taken 
from their’ accustomed occupations, 
and that there are no other men to 
send to the soil now used for battle- 
fields. instead of farms. Here, too, the 
lure of munitions, wages and the re- 
cruiting sergeant is reducing the sup- 
ply of farm ‘labor. There could not be 
a worse time to raise the cry that men 
should be sent to the land. Fortu- 
nately there is an, alternative. When 
labor is, scarce {t i@ the very time to 
use labor-saving machinery. Instead 
of sending men to’ the farms, machin- 
ery should be sent in abundance 
never known, although the production 
of. food in. factory methods is charac- 
teristic of American: agriculture. It 
has been customary to criticise Ameri- 
can farmers for their small production 
per acre. The acre is not the Ameri- 
can unit of agricultural production, 
because hitherto there. has. been so 
miich lana that ft has been wasted as 
ruthlessly as the food cheap: land. .pro- 
duces. ‘The American unit of agri- 
cultural production is the man, aided 
by the machine. Man for man; Ameri-. 
cans have no heed to fear comparison 
with: any. agrieulturists in the world. 
That is the testimony which ‘comes to 
us from England, and is, the best reply 
to those who have criticised American 
farming. The head of the British 
Food Production Department is Sir 
ABTHUR LEE, who knows American 
conditions well.;He married an Ameri- 
can woman and has served. England 
in the United States for years. When 
put in charge of the food service in 
England he = expressed sentiments 
worthy. of attention here. After -ex- 
pressing his intention of importing 
American: agricultural’ machinery, 
and his regret that he could not im- 
port American farmers, he added: 

Your: farmer has. revolutionized 
farming m@hods. Like the Ameri- 
can in other walks of life, he is con- 
tinually on the lookout for a more 
efficient way in which to do things. 
The result is that he has the most 
modern agrioultural implements in the 
world: -With these and his naturel 
bent for industry’ he sets the most 
out of the soil. 

France is of the same — Al- 
though imports are restricted severely 
through the difficulty of paying for 
them in depreciated exchange and of 
finding Vessel room, exception is made 
for 40,000 tons of agricultural ma- 
are | chinery ‘with which it is designed to 
supplement the scanty labor ‘supply. 
Both the British and French banks 
are extending exceptional aid to their 
farmers, but with restrictions such as 
are not appended to the aid given 
our farmers. ‘Abroad, farmers are reé- 

quired. to use the funds for seed or 
——— or machinery. Here, the 
farmer whose produce is seNing at the 
highest known price is supplied with 
cheap credit for discretionary use.

themselves. England and France are 
buying our tractors by thousands un- 
der the greatest difficulties. In gil the 
United’ Statés therei are only some 
34,000 tractors fn use. 

‘This is the most fertile foreign hint 
of how to help \o farmers, but ex- 
perience has taught’ those abroad 
other ways not yet suggested among 
us. The organizérs of food abundance 
might pay .a-bounty for planting, and 
trust the farther to raise what hé 
Piants. Or they might promise a 
bounty for bushels sold. The farmer 
is of necessity among the world’s most 
reckless speculators. His venture is 
conditioned upon the weather, over 
which he has no control. It would en- 
courage a farmer whose Winter wheat 
is a disappointment if he were sure of 
a minimum price for replanting 
Spring wheat. Since he might with- 
hold what he raised for an excessive 
price, a: maximum price might also be 
named, at which he might be com- 
pélled to sell, or to risk commandeer- 
ing, in the manner in which it is pro- 
posed to clear out the cold storage 
warehouses. 

These are extraordinary suggestions 
for extraordinary times. There is. no 
present sign that it -will be possible:to 
raise too much food. But there is a 
poasstbility that abundance of food may 
be held at a price which the poor can- 
not. pay. . Food, traders are consider- 
ing many things not thought: of. ‘by 
eaters of food. . They are fearing the 
reduction’ of the demand, © through 
thrift and amateur production, at a 
time when the prices are abnormal, 
They are fearing that the farmers will 
illimitably - increase their production, 
and wondering whether good. harvest 
weather may not make‘up for the de- 
teriorated conditions of the planting 
season. The traders may be left to 
take care of ' themselves. Security 
given the farmers against’ an unfor- 
tunate result of their — 
would promote abundance.

LONDON, April 4—Women will pe 
allowed to vote in the elections to the 
Constituent Assembly in Russia, says 
Reuter’s Petrograd correspondent. 
Prince Lvoff, Premier in the Provision- 
al Government, has so informed a depu- 
tation of women who waited upon ‘him. 


The news that the Russian Provisional 
Government had repealed all laws limit- 
ing the religious rights of citizens was 
regarded in New York last night by au- 
thorities on Russian affairs.as one of 
the most important developments of the | 
revolution.

GREAT DEMAND FOR SHIPS 


Substantial Concessions Are to be 
Made from Current ‘Prices, 
Says iron Age. 


The Government’s plans have occu- 
pied more attention in the steel trade 
this week than ever before, for the 
needs of the navy especially will re- 
quire early deliveries. of a heavy tog- 
nage. Arrangements being made by 
the National Defense Council and steel 
‘makers in regard to prices for Gov- 
ernment orders. are expected to have 
ramifications which will affect the gen- 
eral run of quotations. 

The Iron Trade Review says: ‘In 
its hour of need the Government finds 
‘the. iron and steel industries keyed to 
the highest pitch of production and ef- 
ficiency in its history. The pig. iro 
market in March showed considerable 
extension of operations. At the close 
of the month 331 stacks were in opera- 
‘tion, the largest -number since July, 
1907. Production in March increased 
by: 605,875 tons to 8,255,810 tons. 

‘*The most spectacular developments 
in. the iron and. steel market continue te 
be reflected in the demand for ship 
steel. Huge tonnages, which are en- 
tirely beyond the ability of the industry 
to produce, are being offered, and the 
makers are not even retending to 
quote on more than. perhaps one- 
of the tonnage under inquiry.”

HARD HIT BY REVOL 


Report of National Shows Gross 
Earnings of $22,441, Against 
$34,273,341 in 1914. 


DEFICIT FOR YEAR, $395,889 


Freight and Passenger Rates Trebled 
and Quadrupted to Meet the 
Decline in Money Values. 
Sees 
An unusual raflroad report was made 
public yesterday by the National Rail- 
ways of Mexico, operation of which has 
been seriously interfered with by the 
activities of the revolutionists. The’ 
company was in possesaion of the Pro- 
wvisional Government for all of the last 
fiscal year, and the lines were operated 


as the Constitutionalist Rallways of 


Mexico. 

The income account makes a sorry 
showing, the gross earnings amounting 
to only $22,441 in Mexican paper money. 
The year before the gross revenue to 
taled $1,776,962, and in 1914 the 24 
report showed $84,273,341. Operating 
expe last year were $418,840, leav- 
ing a deficit of $395,889, which was nine 
times larger than the deficit forced by 
difficult conditions in 1915.

CHICAGO, April 4.—Two-dollar wheat 
became an actuality today.
